Do Not Apply Axle Grease or Any 
Rancid Ointment to Wound—Re­ 
move AU Foreign Substances. 


(By UH. A. S. ALEXANDER. Wisconsin 
Agricultural College.) 
This is the season of the year when 
stockmen are most frequently an­ 
noyed with barb wire injuries to their 
horses. 
Just a few things to bear 
in mind at such times suggested: 
After a barb wire accident, do not 
apply axle grease or any rancid oint­ 
ment to the wound. Wash the wound 
thoroughly with warm water. Then 
clip the hair as close as possible 
around it, and wash again to remove 
any hair or other foreign substance. 
When sand or hair has lodged in 
the depths of a deep cut never use a 
wet sponge to clean it out. 
Use a 
piece of absorbent cotton or cotton 
batting. There will be much less risk 
of infection. 
It will be useless to put stitches in 
a wound that is very deep or ragged, 
or that is located in a place not in 
perfect rest when tho animal is mak 
lug natural movements. 
Dry dusting powder has a healing 
effect on barb-wire wounds and other 
large, moist cuts and abrasions. Such 
a powder may be prepared cheaply by 
mixing together equal parts of slaked 
lime, sulphur and charcoal. 
Prevent 
lockjaw dangers in nail 
wounds of the hoof by opening thorn 
up freely, which provides drainage for 
serum and pus. Saturate with a solu­ 
tion of corrosive sublimate and w'ater 
in the proportion of I to 500. Cover 
with dusting powder, absorbent cotton 
and a bandage. This treatment should 
be repeated daily until the wound is 
healed.

MUCH HORSE POWER IS LOST 


f i t 


Full Use of Animals Would Materially 
Reduce Cost of Crop Production 
— More Work Is Urged. 


(By W J. SPILLMAN.) 
Carefully conducted investigations 
by the agricultural department of the 
University of Minnesota, as well a3 
those conducted by the office of farm 
management of the United States de 
partment of agriculture, show that 
under ordinary conditions on Ameri 
can farms work horses are utilized 
only about three and a half hours a 
day on the average. 
Horse power is 
thus utilized to less than half its ca 
pacity. 
Per unit of work done this 
power costs more than twice what it 
should cost. The full utilization of the 
power actually available w’ould thus 
reduce materially the cost of produc 
ing crops. The cost of keeping a work 
horse is on the average about $125 a 
year. 
The average utilization of the 
horse is about 1.250 hours a year, at 
an hourly cost of ten cents per hour 
If we double the number of hours 
work the horse does—and this can be 
done without injury to the animal 
we reduce the hourly cost to live 
cents.

But we have not even 
laid the foundation for it. 
There are 
several reasons for this. 
In the first 
place, we haven’t yet raised enough 
money for the material that must go 
into the cabin. 
In the second place, 
almost all of our boys are wage e a rn ­ 
ers as well as school boys; anti we 
have not been able to find the time 
to do the work. 
If we were able to 
give more undivided attention to this 
project then we would have our cabin 
up by now’. 
Also, if the location wrere 
nearer, so that we m nght do a little 
on it each day after school, a few of 
us would soon have the cabin up.

trip,

The Pinhook Farm is an ideal loca­ 
tion for our cabin save in one respect. 
It is so far from

miles. 
We would be a happy crew of 
fellows if someone would give us a 
building site about four or five miles 
from town. 
At the Pinhook Farm wre 
have almost ideal surroundings, beau­ 
tiful, sufficiently 
uncultivated, 
and

and ample, although wre would have 
to build a diving pier, or float.

would

time. 
If we had a cabin wfe would always 
have sufficient protection against the 
elem ents the year round when we 
wished for an outing.

It is not

One kid bumped his nose just as we 
were ready to start and we had to 
wait while he washed the gore off.

were

to 
throw' fits. 
Now’ isn’t it strange that I can keep 
boys out on a hike until 8 o’clock in 
the summer, when the d ry s are long, 
but we have to be in earlier and e ar­ 
lier these days, when the days are 
bort? 
W hat is the inference I am 
to m ake? 
T hat some of the m others 
are afraid of the dark, rather than of 
persons and things. 
T h a t reminds 
me of one woman wiio told me that 
ho doesn’t mind the lightening much, 
but that thunder nearly scared her 
lo death! 
Lots of sense and reason 
In th at— not! 
Here is another funny thing about 
m r hikes, though it has ceased to be 
i joke in the Batcheller household, so 
far as m y cousin is concerned—and 
die is a very patient person, too. 
As 
he knows so little about where our 
am ping places are, I rarely under­ 
take to tell her where w*e are going, 
mlv 
a general way, which is no 
more than every m other knows.

mothers w*hen w'o shall get homo, be­ 
cause she can not read mj mind from 
so long a distance; nor is she able 
to see so far aw aj what we a re do­ 
ing.

Sometimes we hear of 
men heating women, though.

pert that it is often a c ase of the I 
woman worrying herself so much that I 
■<he worried the man more than he 
could stand, and he just got crazy 
in tho head—especially because he] 
could heat her without getting whip­ 
ped himself. 
There are some men 
who actually imagine women enjoy 
this sort of thing, now and then. 
Of 
course I do not know anything about 
it. 
I have never struck a woman: 
and if I were a woman Hike the Jews 
of old, I thank God daily that He 
made me a m an!) and a m an wore] 
to strike 
mo, 
I 
would 
chase 
him 
around tho block steen dozen times 
with a butcher knife, or a stick of 
stovewood—and, there 
I 
go 
again, 
clear off the track! 
But, as I w’as saying, it seems so 
natural for some mothers to worry 
th a t we men get the im p a s sio n from 
early boyhood th a t it is to be expert­ 
ed, like the measles; so it is no use 
to pay any attention to them. 
Men 
are animals, and women are our train­ 
ers. 
W hen a woman trains a man in- 
the-making to treat her opinions light­ 
ly, who is to blame?

morals, there is the mischief to pay. 
Well, wre arrived home safely, and I

many m others getting uneasy. I don’t I 
believe that they would stand for it ! 
for one minute; but they don’t always 
consider us. 
If w’o are late in getting 
home, you may be sure th at one of 
the boys is being dried out by an open 
fire, so he will be in a fit condition 
to walk home with the rest of tho 
bunch; or some boy bas forgotten 
something, and w*e have to wait while 
ho runs back to get it. 
It isn't an 
easy m atter to get forty boys started j 
for home when they are having a good j 
time: but, you may bet your bottom j 
dollar on it that we arc going to get 
home before very long, with a tired, j 
but wrell and happy boy for you to; 
feed, bathe and tuck in bed! Were 
anything to happen of a serious na- ] 
lure you w’ould not be kept in sus­ 
pense. 
If you don’t hear from us, 
volt may rest assurred that w’o are 
on our way home, s a f e and sound.] 
However, we must try to get home in 
;he future before it gets dark.

again annex a foot of territory b> 
conquest.

Star, not only represents the thought 
of the v ast m ajority of the people 
but it is given voice now’, as then, to 
reassure our soot bern 
neighbors 
ot 
w hat we ourselves w’ell know’, that 
we have a t no time any designs to­ 
w ards them which are not entirely 
helpful and friendly to the point o 
anxiety for th eir welfare, 
and 
seek 
their 
co-operation 
in 
keeping 
the 
w estern hem isphere the home of civil 
and religious liberty and democratic 
governm ent, 
lf the republics of the 
south, as well as the great m em ber 
of the British em pire on the north, 
will but accent this declaration at its 
face value ana act upon it, all will be 
well. 
T here is the potentiality of ab­ 
solute security laid 
opportunity 
for 
the highest national developm ent in 
the united or friendly action of the 
republics of the w’estern hemisphere. 
T here will, also, be alm ost unani­ 
mous agreem ent w ith the president in 
the spirit of w hat he says about de­ 
veloping the defensive potentiality of 
the country along strictly American 
lines, such as th a t of defense by thc- 
voluntary act of citizens who are citi­ 
zens first and soldiers because they 
are citizens.

No Reason Why Product Should 
Not Be Improved in Quality. 


By More Careful Handling and Fol­ 
i o i n g Simple Directions Given, 
Better Grade Can Be M a d e - 
Hand Separator Favored.

Nearly all butter sold by the farm er 
is poorer quality than it should be. 
Ny more careful handling and better 
methods there is no reason why this 
product should not only be Improved 
in quality, but a better price should 
be received for it. 
By carrying oui 
the following conditions and methods 
a very much better grade of butter 
should be produced: 
Hand separator cream produces bet­ 
ter butter than that separated by any 
other method. 
The deep can sur 
rounded by cold w ater is second best; 
pans and crocks are third best, and 
the water-dilution method comes last

Clean, Airy Churning Room. 


Painstaking Shoe R epair W ork a t

The cream should be kept in as 
nearly a sweet condition as possible 
until enough has been gathered for a 
churning. 
This should then be soured 
or ripened. 
To ripen the cream warm 
it to a tem perature of 75 to 80 degrees 
until it is sour enough; then cool down 
to a tem perature of from 55 to 60 de 
grees, which is right for churning 
Let it stand at this tem perature foi 
an hour or so before churning, if pos 
Bible. 
This will cause the butter to 
come in better condition. 
Cream thai 
is being ripened should be thoroughly 
stirred several times before it is ready 
for churning. 
It is often advisable to save some ol 
the butterm ilk of one churning to bt 
used as a starter (the same as yeasl 
in breadmaking) for the next batch 
of cream. 
Add a small amount ol 
this butterm ilk to the swreet crearr 
when enough has been gathered for a 
churning; thoroughly stir it, and ii 
will ripen very much more rapidly 
Care should be exercised to keep this 
old butterm ilk in as good conditioi. 
as possible. 
Strain all cream into the 
churn 
This w’ill r move all clots and parti 
d e s of curd, and there will be no dan 
ger of white specks iii the butter. 
Dc 
not fill the churn over one-third tc 
one-half full. 
Give the cream room 
for agitation, 
which 
insures 
quick 
churning. 
Turn the churn just fast 
enough to give tho cream the greatest 
amount of agitation. 
The butter should be gathered u n tl 
the grains become about one-half the 
size of wheat. 
Then draw off the 
buttermilk through a strainer and 
wash tho butter in cold w ater two ox 
three times, or until the wash watei 
is removed practically clear. 
In wrash 
ing, care should be exercised not tc 
bring the grains together in one mass 
but rather keep it in the granular con 
dition. 
Tho washing of the buttei 
removes the buttermilk and m akes the 
butter keep for a longer time. 
It also 
puts it in better condition for salting 
The butter should be taken from 
the churn in the granular condition 
and the salt sprinkled over it before 
it has been worked together. 
Usually 
a scant ounce of salt is added for each 
pound of butter. 
One working, at the time of salt 
ing. is usually sufficient, providing the 
butter is hard enough when removed 
from the churn. 
If tho butter ie 
somewhat soft when taken out, it can 
be salted and set aw’ay a few hours 
until it gets hard enough to finish 
B utter is usually worked enough w’hen 
the w ater has been removed so th at it 
will bend without breaking. Too much 
wrorking will spoil its grain and make 
it salvy, while leaving too much w*a- 
te r in it will spoil its keeping quali­ 
ties. 
Pack or print the butter as soon 
as it has been worked sufficiently and 
put it in a cool place until it is taken 
to the market. 
Remember that the 
appearance of the package, as well 
as the way the butter is packed, has 
a great deal to do with the selling 
price.

ORCHAHU SITES NEAR WATER 


Tendency Is for Blossoming of Peach 
Trees to Be Delayed Until Dan­ 
ger of Frost Is Past. 


When an orchard occupies a site 
that is adjacent to a large body of 
water, the importance of a relatively 
high elevation largely disappears. 
To 
be a factor In tho matter, however, a 
’joey of water must be of sufficient 
size and depth to have en appreciable 
influence on the local climate. 
Be­ 
cause the water warms up in the 
spring more slowly thru the atmos­ 
phere, it acts in effect as a refrigera­ 
tor, making the temperature in its 
immediate vicinity colder than it is at 
points somewhat distant from it. 
For 
ibis reason vegetation within the zone 
of this influence advances more slow­ 
ly in the spring than it does outside of 
that zone. 
The tendency is for the 
blossoming of peach trees situated 
within the zone to be delayed until 
ifter the season of spring frosts is 
oast.
